GOVERNMENT NOT TO 518. 
TURB DEAD UNLESS EVI- 
DENCE IS POSITIVE

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—Govern- 
ment officials today frankly admit- 
ted they were investigating re- 
ports that Russian crown jewels to 
the value of $4,000,000 had been 
smuggled into this country in the 
coffin of an American sailor and 
buried in the National Cemetery 
in Brooklyn. While authorities 
in Washington continued to dis- 
claim official knowledge of pre- 
vious attempts to locate the few- 
ela in the Brooklyn grave, as set 
forth yesterday in a copyrighted 
story ublished in the Chicago 
Daily News, it was announced both 
here and in Washington that the 
story of the smuggled jewels would 
be investigated thoroughly, but 
that the dead would not be dis- 
turbed unless sufficient evidence 
should be produced to warrant 
opening the ve. 

William . Williams, special 
agent of the Treasury Department, 
who previously admitted he was 
working on “a Russian jewel case,” 
preserved strict silence today un- 
til Asst.sSec. Clifford in Washing- 
ton had issued an official state- 
ment announcing that an investi- 
gation had been ordered, 

Meanwhile the grave of Seaman 
James Jones, who died on the 
Army transport Kdellyn at Gibral- 
tar in August, 1920, on the way to 
the United States from Vliadivo- 
stok, and into ‘whose coffin the 
jewels were reported to have been 
slipped, remained undisturbed un- 
der its mantel of snow. A band 
of reports who assembled at the 
cemetery shortly after dawn, and 
who remained there during the 
day, obtained from Supt. Busch- 
man confirmation of the fact that 
Jones was buried in the cemetery.

The decision sustained the ruling 
of Atty.-Gen. Daugherty that 
American ships were prohibited 
from having liquor aboard for bev- 
erage use by passengers on the 
high seas and in foreign ports and 
from bringing such’ liquer into 
American ports in thelr sealed sea 
stores. 


POWER OF GOVERNMENT 

The power of the government to 
punish violations of the prohibition 
amendment on American vessels 
outside the territorial waters of the 
United States was as complete as 
ite authority to punish treason 
wherever committed, Mra. wie 
brandt insisted. Owing to a sud- 
den indisposition, Solicitor-Genera] 
Beck, who began the argument for 
the government, was compelled to 
withdraw after proceeding only a 
few minutes, leaving the burden of 
the argument to the Assistant At- 
torney-General. 

Practically all the argument on 
both sides was directed to the 
question of the jurisdiction of the 
government over American ships 
on the high seas, and in foreign 
ports. For the American steam 
ship companies, Cletus Keating and 
R. IL. Carr de counsel, declared that 
Congress had not legislated to 
make the prohibition amendment 


and enforcement act applicable to 
American ships on the high seas 
and in foreign ports, and that un- 


til there was such legislation it 
would be legal for the American 
vessels to dispense intoxicating hev- 
erages to passengers when out 
side the territorial waters of the 
United States. 


QUESTION OF JURISDICTION 

It was pointed out by the steam- 
ship counsel that no question was 
raised as to the power of Congress 
to legislate either under the prohi- 
bition amendment or under ihe 
commerce clause, and other sec 
tions of the Federal Conetitution. 
But in that connection they em- 
phasized their conclusion that un 
der the prohibition amendment 
Congress could not extend its op- 
eration beyond “territory” of the 
United States. 

The extent of the operation of 
the prohibitign amendment, they 
insisted, was limited to such “ter- 
ritory.” and that as used in the 
amendment the word should be 
given the definition of “land.” f 

Government and steamship 
counsel could not agree upon the 
significance of the provision per- 
mitting the transportation of in- 
toxicating liquor through the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone. Both sides con. 
tended that the act of Congress had 
an important bearing upon the con- 
troversy.

CHICAGO, Jan. — A labor cor- 
poration, said to be the first or- 
ganization of its kind, has been 
fogymed by former labor union 
members in the locomotive shops 
of the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and . Loulse Railway at 
Beech Grove, Ind., according to an 
article appearing tomorrow in the 
“Railway Review.” 

Group bargaining, on the basis 
of units of output, has replaced col- 
lective bargaining on a day werk 
basis in the new organization, 
known as the Associated Employ- 
ees of Beech Grove, Inc. The la- 
bor corporation is incorporated 
under the laws of Indiana, i« not 
for profit and has about 1800 mem 
be 


re. 

Instead of Umiting the day's out- 
put per man, the primary idea of 
the new organization is to in- 
crease the daily output of tndividu- 
als and thus increase their earn- 
ing power. According to the Rall- 
way Review, operation of the new 
plan has increased shop produc- 
tion about 25 per cent jn three 
months, using a smaller working 
force, the same equipment and the 
same supervisory staff, while wages 
of employees have been increased 
above the scale authorized by the 
railroad labor board, awl produc- 
tion costs have been reduced. 

Under the new plan operations 
are carried on as far as possible 
under individual sub-contracts, 
edhstituting a system of group 
bargaining. the unit of output in-

basis of compensation, the unit 
echedules for various kinds of 
work being the subject for mutual 
agreement. The plan was adopted 
after a long series of labor dis- 
putes at the Indiana shops.

IMPORTS SHOW 


Reported by Bureau 
Price. Level Chenges Blamed 


for Drop in Exports 
Japan's Trade Balance is 
Unfavorable 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Imports 


for 1922 probably will show an in- 


crease of about $400,000,000 over 
1921, Dr. Julius Klein, director of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domes- 
tic Commerce, reported today on 
the basis of complete statistics for 
the first nine months of the year. 
The value of exports for 1922, he 
estimated, would be around 1700. 
000,000 bels the exports of 1921. 
The falling off in exports, Dr. 
Klein said; was more pronounced 
In the case of raw foodstuffs and 
manufactures than in prepared 
foodstuffs and semimanufactures. 
He traced the decline in the value 
of the total exports to a large ex- 
tent to the change in the price 
level. This was indicated, he said. 
by a comparison on a quantitative 
basis for a considerable number of 
representative products. 


REDUCES BALANCE 

On the basis of these statistics 
Dr. Klein estimated that the year’s 
favorable trade balance would be 
reduced from nearly $2,000,000,000 
in 1921 to $750,000,000 at the end 
of 1922. 

The director caid that from the 
tendencies shown in last year’s for- 
eign trade he believed the Ameri- 
can trade balance hereafter would 
be more in harmony with the coun- 
. international economic pos- 

n. 


Certain outstanding tendencies 
indicated in the foreign trade fig 
ures thus far available for 1922 he 
outlined as follows: 

“A strong movement toward a 
more normal balance of trade en 
porta have been recently decidedly 
increasing; Asia is taking a more 
prominent place tn the whole pic- 
ture, especially as a market for our 
exports, and also as an increasingly 
important contributor te our im- 
ports: American purchases abroad 
seem to be more and more predom- 
inantly raw material and basic 
commodities for further use in 
manufactures.” 


PURCHASES GROW 

The director called attention to 
the general trend of purchases of 
so-called tropical materials, which 
now constitute approximately one- 
half of America’s foreign pur- 
chases. Before the war this char- 
acter of commodities made up ap- 
proximately one-third of the Amer- 
ican imports. 

Japan's foreign trade for 1922 
amounted approximately to 3,453,- 
$50,000 yen, the Department of 
Commerce was informed today. 
The country's total foreign trade 
for 1921 was reported at 2,866,992... 
000 yen, while for 1920, which con- 
stituted a record year, the tota 
foreign trade was 4,284,569.00 
yen. 

The 1922 exports were report 
at 1,594,.780,000 yen, while the im- 
ports were estimated at 1.668.170. 
»000 yen. This leaves an unfavor- 
able trade balance for Japan of 
264,390,000 yen for the year.

The shoperafta motion for a trial 
in open court was granted, how 
ever, although decision on the de- 
tense motion for a jury trial in the 
equity case was reserved by the 
court. The trial date was fixed for 
May 2. The order directing that a 
special examiner take evidence tn 
the case in various cities was set 
aside. 

The court in its decision refusing 
to dismiss the preliminary injunc- 
tion and the bill, upheld the gov- 
ernment conspiracy case introduced 
by the Attorney-General at the time 
the injunction was asked as the 
basis for its action. 

The injunction, one of the most 
sweeping of its kind ever procured 
by the government, was granted 
last fall after the strike had been 
in progress since July 1. Tt re- 
strained the shopcrafts officers, 
members and those on strike from 
interfering in any manner whatso- 
ever with railroad transportation.

Huntington Park Chamber 
is Told Advantages of 
Industrial Section 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE} 

HUNTINGTON PARK, Jan. 5-~ 
When the members of the board of 
directors of the Huntington Park 
Chamber of Commerce were enter- 
tained by the Los Angeles Stock- 
yards Company yetterday, they 
were told of the advantage of hav- 
ing the stockyaras and industrial 
section in its present location, 
stating that it wold benefit great- 
ly Huntington Park and vicinity. 

Among the speakers was J. A. 


McNaughton, who stated that the 
administration building Was com- 
pleted three months after it was 
started and that the yards have 
the most modern facilities to be 
found for the handling of 
stock. The Southwestern 
Bank, installed in the building on 
November 22, has deposits amount- 
ing to more than $600,000, which 
is a most remarkable showing. He 
says that radio service deen 
Installed and that four market re- 
ports are received each day. 

Continuing, he made the state- 
ment that it costs $1.75 a head to 
buy cattle in the country, while 
purchases at the stockyards cost 
23 cents per head. He says the 
\atockyards wil! be the means of 
locating canning and boot and shoe 
industries, and also tanneries in the 
industrial district.

“Raw cream excels pasteurized, 
homogenized, and pasteurized- 
homogenized cream in whipping 
quality, according to United States 
Department of Agriculture Bulletin 
No. 1075, the Whipping Quality of 
Cream, by C. J. Baboock of the 
dairy division of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, just issued. 


IMPORTANT FACTORS 

“The most important factors that 
influence the whipping quality of 
cream are the kind of cream, its 
age, ite butterfat content, and its 
temperature. Raw cream of at 
least 30 per cent butterfat gives 
beat results. It should be from 
tweny-four to forty-eight hours old 
and should be kept very cold. The 
whipping quality of any cream is 
improved by age. up to the point 
when a sour taste is developed, but 
at seventy-two hours a maximum 
whip is usually obtained. Pasteur- 
ization lowers the whipping quality 
and homogenization is very detri- 
mental. Together they destroy it 
entirely. 

“Whipped cream is a valuable 
food as well as a garnish and an 
appetizing delicacy. This bulletin 
compares the stiffness of various 
kinds of cream whipped with a 
dover (rotary) egg beater under 
different conditions, showing which 
gives the most satisfactory results. 

“Raw cream ranke first, whip- 
ping under more adverse conditions 
than any other kind. If of good 
quality, clean and wholesome, its 
use for whipping purposes is highly 


le recommended by the department. 


No cream having less than 20 per 
cent butterfat will give a satisfac- 
tory whip, and from 25 to 30 per 
cent is usually desirable. 


PASTEURIZED OREAM 

“Pasteurized cream will whip as 
well ag raw cream if its butterfat 
content is slightly higher. A 20 
per cent raw cream is nearly equal 
toa 25 per cent homogenized cream 
in whipping quality, and a 27 per 
cent raw cream is considerably bet- 
ter than a 30 per cent homogenized 
cream for whipping purposes. It 
takes much less time to whip raw 
cream than pasteurized or homo- 
genized. The higher the homo- 
genizing — the poorer the 
whippin uality. 

ood resu the tem- 
perature of the cream ould not 
exceed 45 deg. Fahr. Increasing the 
acidity up to 0.3 per cent, wheh 
the cream acquires a sour taste, 
does not affect the whipping qual- 
ity, but adding sugar at any time 
during the whipping tends to thin 
the whip. Flavoring extract in 
ordinary quantities has no detri-+ 
mental effect. 

“Whipped cream will stand up 
or remain stiff for some time if the 
temperature, the quality of the 
whip and the butterfat content 
are right. 


POWDERED USELESS 
“Powdered cream is useless for 


purposes. Evaporated 
milk wi whip, but it will not 
stand up. In the same time it took 


to thicken, the cream will return 
to its original form. In selecting 
cream for whipping, care should be 
taken to have it of satisfactory san- 


itary quality.“

Arizona is making a drive for in 
heritance taxes on estate of several 
former Los Angeles residents, ac- 
cording to dispatches yesterday 


from Phoenix. Among these is the 
$2,000,000 estate of Thomas Hig- 
gins. Arizona asks $50,000 as tax- 
es from this estate and the heirs 
have contested the claim. The 
State has filed suit in Cochise coun- 
ty to collect the amount. 

Mr. Higgins died in March, 1918, 
at the age of 74 years, after hav- 
ing been prominent in Los Angeles 
affairs for eighteen years. Besides 
rea. estate in this city and the Hig- 
gina Building, he owned mining 
property at,Bisbee. The Arizona 
suit is complicated by the fact that 


before his death Higgins organized 
a corporation, the Higgins Mining 
and Keaity Company, to which he 
transferred almost all his holdings 
and distributed shares among his 
relatives. His estate, aside from 
this, was found to be worth only 
$37,000. Mr. Higgins lived at 1199 
Magnolia street. 

His only son, Tom, said to have 
been one of the most brilliant stu- 
dend ever entered at the Unver- 
sity of Southern California, died 
two years before his father. Neph- 


his estate. 
Higgins made gifts of more than 
$200,000 and for several years kept 
ten young mer in college. 

Another large estate in process 
of probate is that of William H.
